closure ; 

( b .) where the closure or abandonment is due to unforeseen or uncontrollable 
natural causes such as fire or flood , he shall within 15 days after such closure or 
abandonment, report the same to the Board . 

( 2 ) The Board may , within fifteen days of the receipt of the notice referred to 
in clause ( a ) of sub - rule ( 1 ) , inform the owner , agent or manager of the coal 
mine that it intends to examine the case in the interest of the conservation of coal, 

( 3 ) The Board may , not later than seventy - five days from the date of intima 
tion of such intention , by order in writing require the owner, agent or manager 
of the coal mine, to take such measures as may be specified in that order for the 
conservation of coal. 

( 4 ) Where an intimation under sub - rule ( 2 ) has been given , no owner, agent 
or manager of the coal mine shall close or abandon the mine 
( a ) if in respect of that mine he is required under sub - rule ( 3 ) to take any 

measures unless he has taken such measures ; and 
( b ) in any other case before the expiry of the period of seventy - five days 
referred to in sub - rule ( 3 ) .
